Conference 


(SCLC). The rally climaxed 
twin marches from two direc- 
tions by Negroes and white 
supporters. 


Aimed At Refusal 


The protest was aimed at 


the house refusal last Monday 
to scat Bond, 26, a Democrat 
from Atlanta. The refusal fol- 
lowed Bond's endorsement of 
a statement which described 
U.S. involvement in Viet Nam 
as "aggression." He also said 
he admired the courage of 
draft-card burners.

tol, a federal judge ruled that 
a three-judge court should 
hear Bond's lawsuit seeking to 
force the house to accept him.

But, circling the capitol, 


about 50 charged into officers 
at the south entrance. T h e y 
s l a p p e d patrolmen, swung 
umbrellas, purses and plac- 
ards, hitting the officers wbo 
pushed and shoved. 


The patrolmen did not have 


clubs, but after the skirmish 
the officers donned helmets 
and brought out nightsticks. 


"You ain't got nothing ex- 


cept bullets," yelled a Negro 
youth. 


The demonstrators left af-

An initiative petition form proposing a constitutional 


amendment prohibiting the levying of a state property tax 
was filed Friday by the Nebraska Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion with Secretary of State Frank Marsh's office. 


Bureau President Charles .Marshall of Avoca said cir- 


culation of the petition in the 93 counties by the spon- 
soring organization would begin in early February. 


The petition drive must pro- 


duce 57.809 valid signatures 
by July 7 at 5 p.m. to place 
the proposed amendment on 
the November general elec- 
tion ballot. 


The signature total, equiva- 


lent to lore of the ballots cast 
for governor in the last elec- 
tion, must also include 5 
r/c in 


each of two-fifths of the coun- 
ties. 


The proposed constitutional 


amendment provides: "The 
state shall be prohibited from 
levying n property tax for 
state purposes." 


It would, in effect, repeal

Marshall said the petition

The rally climaxed 
twin marches from two direc- j 
tions by Negroes and white 
supporters. 
Aimed At Refusal 
The protest was aimed at 
the house refusal last Monday 
to seat Bond, 26, a Democrat 
from Atlanta. The refusal fol­ 
lowed Bond’s endorsement of 
a statement which described 
U.S. involvement in Viet Nam 
as “ aggression.” He also said 
he admired the courage of 
draft-card burners. 
While 
t h e demonstrators 
battled state police at the capi­ 
tol, a federal judge ruled that 
a 
three-judge 
court 
should 
hear Bond’s lawsuit seeking to 
force the house to accept him. 
King told the cheering crowd 


there was no justification for 
the house action. He stood on 
a truck bed in the street in 
front of the capitol entrance. 
King said the demonstra­ 
tion’s purpose was to “ reaf­ 
firm the sacred right of free­ 
dom of speech and freedom to 
dissent.” He said Bond had a 
right to his views. 
“ That doesn’t mean every ­ 
body has to agree with him,” 
said King, who y esterday de­ 
clined to give a full endorse­ 
ment to the statement by the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinat­ 
ing Committee (SNCC) which 
caused the controversy .

We so often become so heavily en- 


grossed in our own personal affairs that 
we fail to see many of the tilings going on 
about us. And yet. in almost any direction 
we look, the world and our own communi- 
ty of Lincoln move at a most rapid pace. It 
has been 92 years, for instance, since work- 
men finished what was at the time consid- 
ered to be quite a magnificent building at 
what is now the northwest corner of 10th 
andO. 


You will recognize the location as Ihc 


site of Lincoln's ancient City Hall. While

for in the new City- 
Proposal For 


City Hall 
County B u i 1 d i n g at 
10th and J. the old 


City Hall may not be doomed to the grave- 
yard. The City Park and Recreation Advi- 
sory Board has recommended to the city's 
Charter Revision Committee a change in 
the charter that would permit Lincoln to de- 
velop museums, as well as such things as 
parks, fountains, memorials, etc. T h e 
board acted in response to Mrs. Elinor L. 
Brown, president of the Lincoln-Lancaster 
County Historical Society. 


This organization is Interested in de- 


veloping the old City Hall as a Lincoln mu- 
' scum after its abandonment by the city. 
The Park and Recreation Advisory Board 
has not committed itself to that specific 
project but it could well do so when the 
proper time comes. 


We have never thought the old City Hall 


to be particularly attractive but it is repre- 
sentative of its time and could well serve 
as a living memorial to the pioneer spirit 
that settled this region. Also, Lincoln could 
use a museum and the old City Hall would 
be an ideal location. It could double as a 
tourist information center, too, being lo- 
cated between arterials serving as access 
to the Interstate and as gateways to the 
south. It is on what is today, at least, an 
arterial serving through traffic on an east- 
west basis, also. 


^r 
It should be remembered that unless 


the city continues to use the old structure, 
it will revert to the federal government. 
The city gave the 10th and 0 block to the 
federal government nearly one hundred 
years ago but the federal government 
leased rather than gave the land back to 
the city when it abandoned the south half 
of the block in question and the structure 
that became Lincoln's City Hall. The gov- 
ernment at the federal level, it seems, has 
a knack for playing it cool and tough in 
land matters. It appears as though land 
under government lease at the deactivated 
and now nearly abandoned Lincoln Air 


Force Buse will be an even greater problem 
than the site at 10th and 0. 


One wonders why the government is so 


hard-nosed on the LAFB land matter. It 
seems to want to dispose of Its lease rights 
on the land there to the best of its advan- 
tage, without regard for the welfare of the 
City of Lincoln. The federal government is 
not just being faithful steward of assets 
entrusted to it. Lincoln has benefited from 
LAFB tut so has the nation. .Much accrued 
to Lincoln as a result of the base and Lin- 
coln made a substantial contribution to the 
success of the base. We wanted the base 
opened and the government needed a base 
to open. Now that it is being closed, the 
tally sheet to us seems well balanced and 
we believe our congressional delegation In 
Washington should raise the roof back there 
until the government returns to Lincoln free 
and clear the land at LAFB which rightfully 
belongs to the city. 


These arc not the only things going on 


these days, either. The Park and Recrea- 
tion Advisory Board also has heard a re- 
port from Parks and Recreation Director 
James Ager in regard to the development 
of Holmes Park. Sooner than you think. 
Holmes could become a major attraction 
for the people of Lincoln. 


With its lake behind the Antelope Creek- 


dam and new golf course, the area is ill- 
ready popular. But plans arc now moving 
ahead for u $226,000 development of the 
park. The cost would be shared between the 
city, 25 percent, the state 25 percent und 
the federal government 50 percent. This 
would be n development under terms of 
new legislation passed by Congress in 1965. 


The money would go into roads and 


parking areas, water for drinking and irri- 


gation, lighting, boat 
marina, playgrounds, 
shelters gnd o t h e r

along the line, which is expected, Holmes 
could be a major attraction before the end 
of 1966. And if this program goes as ex- 
pected, the city will pursue the same kind 
of financial arrangement for the develop- 
ment of Woods Park at 33rd and O and 
other parks throughout the city. Recreation 
centers and golf courses that are in the talk- 
ing stage today for future development 
might also be hurried along as a result of 
available state and federal funds. 


Thus, we see a multitude of park, rec- 


reation and related areas a flurry of activi- 
ty that makes the future look promising. 
It is the kind of effort and leadership we 
need if Lincoln is to maintain its

The power of Sukarno, boss of Indone- 


sia, has become speculative. 


We know that his overfriendliness to 


communists in his country led to a test of 
strength with his army. The result, thus far, 
has been victory on the side of the army. 
It ignored his orders and has been going 
about Indonesia smashing communist lead- 
ership. It must be assumed from this that 
his power is no longer absolute. If he can't 
make the military mind he has lost a gooJ 
deal of hold on his nation. 


Now he has fired all American news- 


men from Indonesia and henceforth we will 
have little if any first hand information 
about Indonesian developments. 


It was a panicky decision and doubt- 


less will hurt Sukarno more than it will 
help him. The army has pretty well cut off 
any close and dependable communication 
with the communist world, and Sukarno has

shut out most of the western world. So 
how is he going to plead his case'.' He has 
lost his field of listeners. 


His own press representatives can grind 


out propaganda in favor of him, but it will 
have no general outlet and largely will be 
wasting its time. 


It is not a -jood i>ign when the mili- 


tary takes over a government. Libertarian- 
ism generally gets shot. But if Sukarno is 
tottering to a fall then, at least, a strong 
domestic peace force can prevent anarchy. 
As Sukarno, afflicted both by bad health 
and bad judgment, moves toward the edge 
of the picture the condition of Indonesia by 
no means can be considered good. But it 
is better off than had he had his way and 
its army instead of making acts of aggres- 
sion will be for some while occupied with 
keeping domestic order. We have gained by 
that much. 


Good Response In State 


Nebraska's new vocational education 


statute is not yet a year old, but it is 
already stimulating changes. 


The act provides for state-federal aid 


to a vocational education school district 
h a v i n g both a reason to be and an 
assessed property valuation of more than 
$150 million.

of formation in central Nebraska. A six- 
teen county referendum is scheduled for 
May 10.

".and Webster. The proposed site for the 
school is the old Hastings Naval Ammu- 
nition Depot. There are 197,000 residents 
in the proposed district. 


Meanwhile, out of North Platte comes 


another petition for a district. The appli- 
cation has not yet been acted upon by 
the State Board of Education. It would 
include nine counties for a school whose 
location has not yet been 
determined. 


The counties are. Arthur. Grant, Keith, 
Logan, McPherson, Perkins. T h o m a s . 
Lincoln and Hooker. 


This is a heartening new law and a 


fine response. 


It would be wrong to say that Ne- 


braska is overemphasizing college train- 
ing, but it is correct to say that it has 
greatly undorcmphasizcd its obligations to 
trade training. 


It is a fact that a great need exists 


for the trades. They are highly respected 
callings and essential to a progressing Amer- 
ica. Their courses will provide a great- 
er selection among the numerous work 
opportunities and will reach the Nebras- 
ka young people who have a special gift 
and liking for vocational activity.

WASHINGTON — Some- 


times you have to get away 
from Washington to get a 
good look at the world. If I 
sit with the government red 
tape artists too long, I get as 
snarled up as they are. It's 
contagious. 


Driving over long stretches 


of near East desert recent- 
ly, where history dates back 
to Moses and Abraham, I had 
a 
chance 
to contemplate 


more recent history and how 
rapidly 
its 
course 
has 


changed. 


In 1925, for instance, I was 


d r i v i n g over a somewhat 
s i m i l a r desert, the Gobi, 
across which the hordes of 
Genghis Khan once s w e p t 
from Mongolia through all of 
Asia and Europe. Off in the 
d i s t a n c e I saw what ap- 
peared to be a dust storm. 
As it came nearer, I could 
see that it was a caiavan of 
cars. And as their Chinese 
drivers camped near us for 
the night. I photographed the 
first evidence of the reversal 
of Genghis Khan's penetra- 
tion of Europe — the Russian 
communist 
penetration 
of 


China. 


On (he running boards of 


the old Buicks which made 
up the caravan were hun- 
dreds of rifles and thousands 
of rounds of cartridges, all 
destined to support the so- 
called Christian general of 
N o r t h China, Feng Yu- 
Ilsi.ing, then trying to push 
the Americans, B r i t i s h . 
French and Japanese out of 
.Northwest China.

A few weeks later, steam- 


ing up the Pearl river to 
Canton in South China, o u r 
ship had to pass below t h e 


Whampoa fort, where Roger 
Tredwell, the American con- 
sul general in Hong Kong, 
had warned that a Red Chi- 
nese army was entrenched 
under the command of a gen- 
eral named Chiang Kai-shek. 
Chiang, now the friend a n d 
ally of the United States in 
Formosa, was then cooperat- 
ing with the Russian mili- 
tary expert Borodin and had 
as his Number Two man a 
young 
Chinese lieutenant 


named Chou En-lai. now pre- 
mier of Red China. 


Such were the beginnings 


of Chinese-Russian coopera- 
tion. 


The Czars of Russia had 


plenty of faults, but their for- 
eign ministers were smart 
enough to know that once 
the slumbering giant of China 
became united it would be a 
menace not merely to Brit- 
ain and the United States, 
which 
didn't concern 
the 


czars at all. but to Siberia. 


Up in the far north the 


czurs had hacked the Chinese 
empire Into small bits, taken 
large parts of it for them- 
selves and culled it Siberia. 
So they didn't want a United 
China demanding that Si- 
beria be returned.

But in the 1920's, Bolshe- 


vik Russia, having kicked out 
the czars, reversed its policy 
and began uniting China. 


So China, now united, with 


an increased standard of liv- 
ing, has begun to challenge 
its communist ally which 
gave it a lift on the way.

States

dent Johnson tacitly acknowl- 
edged in his State of the Un- 
ion message that the Great 
Society is the real bulwark 
of his party's appeal and that 
lie docs not yet know where 
he is going on Viet Nam.

sagc was diffuse with i t s 
sheer volume, swallowing up 
its

points,

showed him far closer to po- 
litical realities than in t h e 
recent past. These realities 
are grim, and few know it 
better than the President 
and 
his 
immediate audi- 


ence. They are politicians all, 
and here was an easily rec- 
ognizable political exercise. 


Viet Nam has been esca- 


lating, and not merely in 
the military sense. As the 
mid-term 
e l e c t i o n ap- 


proaches, it has very notice- 
ably come to mean more of 
everything. More casualties 
a r c involved, more cost, 
more draft calls with more 
disruption of everyday life, 
more public awareness. The 
issue is building inescapably, 
and so is the question of who 
will make the political de- 
cisions regarding it. 


The President 
postponed 


his own. This was an act of 
courage in a man so vain, 
so well versed m the uses of 
power, so confident in his ex- 
ercise of it. It is perhaps too 
imaginative to say that he 
seemed at moments a man 
in torment. But it should not

The shadow of Korea hangs 


heavily over these maneu- 
vers.

Your Five Cents Worth 
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College Tuition 


Lincoln. Xeb. 


In the Monday, Jan. 10 


Star, Dr. Leslie Nason ad- 
vances several plausible rea- 
son, why college tuition rates 
ought to be increased sub- 
stantially. He deserves credit 
for spotlighting a p r o b l e m 
which will only become more 
difficult if it is disregarded. 
But across • the - board in- 
creases can hardly be in the 
public interest, and alterna- 
tives arc conceivable which 
ought to be explored first. 


In the first place, the total 


size of America's annual bill 
for higher education should 
never be a cause for concern 
except insofar as its expan- 
sion may limit our ability to 
reach other social goals. The 
public has a large stake in 
education and this is why so 
much of it is compulsory as 
well as free to the more im- 
mediate beneficiaries. B u t 
private and personal differ- 
ential advantages flow from 
it, too. The cost shares borne 
by 
taxation 
and 
tuition 


should always be commen- 
surate with the public a n d 
private benefits, respective- 
ly. For example, it is entire- 
ly possible to place 99% of 
t o t a l college costs on stu- 
dents and their parents, thus 
reducing enrollments and af- 
fording large public savings. 
But these might be more 
than offset by the indirect so- 
cial costs of underemploy- 
ment and stagnation. (It is a 
truism that in the end t h e 
cost of not doing something 
may exceed the immediate 
cost of doing it.) 


It is an error to equate ed- 


ucation with possession of a 
degree. And it is clear that 
the public benefits, which 
alone justify public expendi- 
tures on education, are de- 
rived only from the diffusion 
of knowledge and not from a 
proliferation of degrees. On 
the other hand, a degree of- 
ten confers distinct financial 
and other advantages on its 
holder. On this line of reason- 
ing, it should be the price of 
a degree, not the price of an 
education, which would best 
be increased if universities 
need more money from non- 
tax sources. 


Every 
tuition 
increase 


makes public universities un- 
intentionally more cxclusion- 
ist and helps defeat the pur- 
pose of the institutions. Very 
high college tuition tends to 
create a class society and to 
put a price-tag on deferment 
from the draft. In a rich so- 
ciety, tuition should proba- 
bly be low or zero. In any 


event, it ouglil Lo be collected 
according to the principle of 
equal sacrifice and not at a 
uniform rate which bears un- 
equally on people in differ- 
ent financial circumstances. 
Young people of equal abili- 
ty and motivation s h o u l d 
have equal access to higher 
education, and this is impos- 
sible when uniform tuition 
must be paid in advance. In 
practice, uniformity of t u i- 
tion means that some people 
pay too much while others 
pay too little after giving 
weight to present circum- 
stances and future prospects. 
This could be corrected, and 
the 
diffusion 
of knowledge 


promoted, by charging dif- 
ferential rates of tuition and 
collecting them out of future 
earnings. Tuition would thus 
become, in effect, an addi- 
tional income tax. Its collec- 
tion could be assured by ex- 
pressing it as a percentage of 
the regular income tax and 
adding it thereto, with t h e 
federal 
government acting 


as collecting and disbursing 
agent. 


Ordinarily, it is appropri- 


ate that a uniform increase 
in the price should be asso- 
ciated with an increase in the 
demand for a 
commodity. 


But if there is, as we believe, 
a large social benefit attach- 
ing to public higher educa- 
tion, we should think long be- 
fore adopting the usual mar- 
ket principles. We have tem- 
porized with the 
question 


heretofore because it was not 


of 
paramount 
importance. 


But perhaps the time is at 
hand when a total reconsid- 
eration rather than a me- 
chanical 
response is indi- 


cated.

we fail to see many o f th e th ings going on 
abo ut us. And y et, in almost any direction 
we look, the world and our own communi­ 
ty of Linco ln move at a most rapid pace. It 
h as been 9 2 y ears, for instance, since work­ 
men finished what was at th e time consid­ 
ered to be quite a magnificent building at 
wh at is now th e north west corner of 10th 
and 0 . 
You will recognize th e location as th e 
site of Lincoln’s ancient City Hall. Wh ile 
city 
government of-

fices will be provided 
for in th e new City - 
County B ui l d i n g at 
10th and J. th e o 1 d 
City Hall m ay not be doomed to th e grave­ 
y ard. Th e City Park and Recreation Advi­ 
sory Board h as recommended to th e city ’s 
C h arter Revision Committee a ch ange in 
th e ch arter th at would permit Lincoln to de­ 
velop m useum s, as well as such th ings as 
parks, 
fountains, memorials, 
etc. 
T h e 
board acted in response to Mrs. Elinor L. 
Brown, president of th e Lincoln-Lancaster 
County Historical Society . 
This o rg anizatio n is interested in de­ 
v elo ping the o ld City Hall as a Linco ln mu­ 
seum after its abando nment by th e city . 
The Park and Recreatio n Adv iso ry Bo ard 
h as no t co mmitted itself to that specific 
pro ject but it co uld well do so wh en th e 
pro per time co m es. 
We h ave never th ough t th e old City Hal] 
to h e particularly attractive but it is repre­ 
sentative of its time and could well serve 
as a living m em orial to th e pioneer spirit 
th at settled th is region. Also, Lincoln could 
use a m useum and th e old City Hall would 
be an ideal location. It could double as a 
tourist information center, too, being lo­ 
cated between arterials serving as access 
to th e Interstate and as gateway s to th e 
south .

College Tuition 


Lincoln. Neb. 
In 
th e Monday , Jan. 
10 
Star, Dr. Leslie Nason ad­ 
vances several plausible re a ­ 
son. wh y college tuition rates 
ough t to be increased sub­ 
stantially . He deserves credit 
for spotligh ting a p r o b l e m 
wh ich will only become more 
difficult if it is disregarded. 
But 
across - th e - board 
in­ 
creases can h ardly be in th e 
public interest, and alterna­ 
tives are conceivable wh ich 
ough t to be ex plored first. 
In th e first place, th e total 
size of A m erica’s annual bill 
for h igh er education sh ould 
never be a cause for concern 
ex cept insofar as its ex pan­ 
sion may limit our ability to 
reach oth er social goals. Th e 
public h as a large stake in 
education and th is is wh y so 
much of it is compulsory as 
well as free to th e more im ­ 
m ediate beneficiaries. B u t 
private and personal differ­ 
ential advantages flow from 
it, too. Th e cost sh ares borne 
by 
tax ation 
and 
tuition 
sh ould alway s be com m en­ 
surate with th e public a n d 
private benefits, respective­ 
ly . For ex ample, it is entire­ 
ly possible to place 99% of 
t o t a l college costs on stu­ 
dents and th eir parents, th us 
reducing enrollments and af­ 
fording large public savings. 
But th ese migh t be 
more 
th an offset by th e indirect so­ 
cial costs of under-employ ­ 
ment and stagnation. (It is a 
truism th at in th e end t h e 
cost of not doing someth ing 
m ay ex ceed th e im mediate 
cost of doing it.) 
It is an error to eq uate ed­ 
ucation with possession of a 
degree. And it is clear th at 
th e 
public 
benefits, 
wh ich 
alone justify public ex pendi­ 
tures on education, are de­ 
rived only from th e diffusion 
of knowledge and not from a 
proliferation of degrees. On 
th e oth er h and, a degree of­ 
ten confers distinct financial 
and oth er advantages on its 
h older. On th is line of reason­ 
ing, it sh ould be th e price of 
a degree, not th e price of an 
education, wh ich would best 
be increased if universities 
need more money from non­ 
tax sources. 
Every 
tuition 
increase 
makes public universities un­ 
intentionally m ore ex clusion- 
ist and h elps defeat th e pur­ 
pose of th e institutions. Very 
h igh college tuition tends to 
create a class society and to 
put a price-tag on deferm ent 
from th e draft. In a rich so­ 
ciety , tuition sh ould proba­ 
bly be low or zero. 
In any 


event, it ough t to be collected 
according to th e principle of 
eq ual sacrifice and not at a 
uniform rate wh ich bears un­ 
eq ually on people in differ­ 
ent financial circumstances. 
Young people of eq ual abili­ 
ty and motivation s h o u l d 
h ave eq ual access to h igh er 
education, and th is is impos­ 
sible wh en uniform tuition 
m ust be paid in advance. In 
practice, uniformity of t u i- 
tion m eans th at some people 
pay too much wh ile oth ers 
pay too little after giving 
weigh t to 
present circum ­ 
stances and future prospects. 
Th is could be corrected, and 
th e diffusion of knowledge 
promoted, by ch arging dif­ 
ferential rates of tuition and 
collecting th em out of future 
earnings. Tuition would th us 
become, in effect, an addi­ 
tional income tax . Its collec­ 
tion could be assured by ex ­ 
pressing it as a percentage of 
th e regular income tax and 
adding it th ereto, with t h e 
federal 
government 
acting 
as collecting and disbursing 
agent. 


Ordinarily , it is appropri­ 
ate th at a uniform increase 
in th e price sh ould be asso­ 
ciated with an increase in th e 
demand 
for 
a commodity . 
But if th ere is, as we believe, 
a large social benefit attach ­ 
ing to public h igh er educa­ 
tion, we sh ould th ink long be­ 
fore adopting th e usual m a r­ 
ket principles. We h ave tem ­ 
porized 
with 
th e 
q uestion 
h eretofore because it was not

Owner May Remove Dam—Court 


The State Supreme Court 


Friday ruled that a river dam 
may be removed by its own- 
ers at any time even if the re- 
moval would be to the detri- 
ment of other property own- 
ers along the river. 


The-court thus affirmed a 


Seward District Court dismis- 
sal of an injunction request of 
Klwanlr C l n b Foundation, 
Inc., against Lev! Yost and 
others who own a* dam one 
mile downstream from Ki- 
waols property on the Blue 
River In Seward County. 


The high court declared that 


when a dam is built "for the 
private convenience and. ad- 
vantages of the owner, he is 
not required to maintain and 
operate it for the benefit of an 
upper riparian proprietor who 
obtains advantages" f r o m 
the dam. 


For more than 40 years, the 


Kiwanis Club has operated a 
camp and recreation area for 
Camp Fire Girls on the river. 


Kiwanis sought an injunction 


to prevent destruction of the 
dam, 
located about one mile 


downstream from its camp, 
on the contention removal of 
the Jam would damage the 
camp activities. 


The high court noted that 


construction and maintenance 
of a dam over a long period 
may well "tend to lead per- 
sons owning property above 
the dam to believe that a per- 
manent and valuable right" 
to the dam has been acquired.

From 189&-and the Omaha Trans-Mis- 


sissippi International exposition—to 1966 is 
a long span of time—68 years, in fact—just 
32 years short of a century. That is how 
University of Nebraska State Museum 
which now is at Morrill Hall. But since the 
cases have been filled with many wonders 
of a long-ago world, we doubt if they have 
received a second glance from the Museum 
visitors. 


And now the cases have been replaced. 


The aged ones, however, will be made 
available to other state agencies, accord- 
ing to Dr. C. Bcrtrand Schulte. director 
of the museum. 


Another change around Lincoln has 


caused this case moving at the Museum. It 
seems that even though the old Sartor-Ha- 
niann Jewelry store cases no longer will 
house valuable gems, they still will dis- 
play priceless items of another nature- 
anthropological findings. 


Maybe the cases will be disguised a 


little but they will in the near future, bo a 
part of the University of Nebraska Stale 
Museum's display program. 


. Recently Sartor-Hamann donated their 


jewelry cases to the University of Ne- 
braska. And last week this valuable gift 
to the University of Nebraska State Mu- 


seum was moved to the third floor of the 
building. 


Included in the assortment are six ex- 


hibit caees, three large floor cases and six 
storage cabinets for material not on dis- 
play. All are constructed of solid mahog- 
any. 


However, former customers of the 1129 


0 Street store may not recognize them 
in their new habitat. According to the 
museum artist, Nathan Mohler, "The ex- 
hibits will be arranged in a free flowing 
manner instead of placing the cases in rows 
along the two walls." False fronts and 
other masking devices will allow some of 
the original floor cases to be raised to 
an eye level position.

Dear Dr. Nason: 


Our six-year-old daughter, 


n the first grade, is doing 
very poorly In school. Her 
teacher says she is not com- 
petitive. She says the g i r l 
doesn't care that her friends 
arc in the first reading class 
while she is in the second and 
doing barely well enough to 
stay there. She states further 
that my daughter is not en- 
thusiastic and doesn't follow 
instructions. She is particular- 
ly upset that the child traces 
over the letters when she 
prints. 


My daughter has always 


been quick and alert at home 
and easy to teach. When she 
was 3 and 4 she could repeat 
almost word for word a whole 
book when it was read to her 
four or five times. 


Can you help us? 
Mrs. H.T., Lebanon, Ind. 


Answer: 


It will not be easy to cor- 


r**ct the inefficient learning 
habits your daughter has al- 
ready established. The mem- 
orization of stories read by 
others overstressed the place 
of memory in learning. She 
will need practice in reading 
outside the classroom. Only 
after she has gained sufficient 
skill to compete with h e r 
classmates will she take a 
more aggressive attitude in 
the classroom. 


The retracing of letters is 


evidence of her lack of confi- 
dence in this area as well. 
Repetitive writing of the same 
short sentence during which 
she tries to discard the re- 
tracing of letters will solve 
this problem. 


Dear Dr. Nason: 


Would you please tell me 


what I should tell my daugh- 
ter to do about her son who 
is 7 years old? He started in 
the first grade last year but 
failed 
because he wouldn't 


pay attention and wanted to 
play. This year, in the f i r s t 
grade again, he won't mind 
the teacher and wants to pick 
fights with the other children.

Your grandson's behavior is 


typical of children who lack- 
kind, firm discipline at home. 


Your daughter and her hus- 


band should inaugurate a pro- 
gram of complete cooperation 
in seeing that he carries out 
their instructions about going 
to bed, putting his toys away 
and such activities. Once the 
boy has become accustomed 
to the new regime at home, 
they can talk to him firmly 
about the behavior they ex- 
pect at school.

antipoverty 
prog ram aimed at g etting jobs 
for the poor and unemploy ed 
is being strong ly pushed in 
the House. 
The Education and Labor 
Committee is preparing to re- 
wrife the antipovertv leg isla­ 
tion, tossing out or cutting 
bay k prog rams that are not 
centered on training people 
for ]6 bs and putting them to 
work.

The State-Federal Division 


of Agricultural Statistics re- 
ported Friday that Nebraska 
had 82,000 farms and ranches 
last year, down two per cent 
from the previous year. 


The total amount of land in 


use for farms and ranches re- 
mained steady at 48.100.000 
acres. 


The preliminary 
estimate 


for 1966 is 80,000 farms and 
ranches with no change in 
acreage. 


The number of farms and 


ranches in the state has de- 
clined s t e a d i l y since 1934 
when the number was 135,000. 
By 1957 the number dropped 
below 100,000. Since 1957 the 
number has dropped ISTc. 
.The decrease reflects con- 
tinued consolidation of tracts 
and a corresponding increase 
in the average size of farms 
and ranches. 


The average present size is 


601 acres. Ten years ago the 
average was 478.

The number of farms and j 


ranches in the state has de­ 
clined s t e a d i l y since 1934 
when the number was 135,000. 
Bv 1957 the number dropped 
below' 100.00ft. Since 1957 the 
number has dropped 18f^. 
The decrease reflects con-, 


tinued consolidation of tracts 
and a corresponding increase 
in the average size of farms 
and ranches. 
The average present size is 


601 acres. Ten years ago the 
average was 478.
